Good  point  Blair,  the  Industrial  District  pays  over  $30k  per  year  for  trash  bags.  The  City 
also  used  to  provide  paint  for  graffiti  removal  along  with  paint  rollers  and  latex  gloves. 
This  would  also  help. 

Bulky  items  is  of  course  a huge  issue  for  my  district,  aside  from  items  related  to 
homelessness,  I have  a lot  of  illegal  dumping  of  bulky  items.  Would  it  be  possible  to  get 
a dedicated  sanitation  truck  for  DTLA?  Currently,  the  City's  response  takes  way  too  long 

for  a pick  up.  Our  hauling  costs  is  higher  than  ever.  I compared  the  3rd  quarter  of  2014 
to  2015  and  the  items  picked  up  doubled,  as  well  as  the  price.
